2. Before fixing upoi^y definite ^lan of action, the following points had 

to be taken into due consideration : ^ , 

1«L — ^The general impression which prevmled amongst tho lower claams 
of Natives, tliattlie object of the Census was the imposition of some new tax. 

' 2nd.— The comparative large nunilicr of Natives, ignorant of reading 
and writing. * . 

3rd. — ^The variety of languages spoken by the Native population. 

4th, — ^Tlie reticence on the part of Natives to afienf information regard- 
ing female inmtes. * $ '■ ■ 

bth. — The agency to be employed ill taking, the Census of the Town 
without the interference of the Police. ' . ' * 

bth. — form of Return, which, whilst affirrding tho required infe^- 
mation, would b^ be suited to the habits and understanding of the Natives, 
and not interfere with theii' religions and domestic rights. 

3. Frmn the information Which reached the pbahrman, it bemiM^cl^, 
that any attempt at even an approxiihate enumeration die existing jgijinilation 
would prove fiitile, unless the Native mind was first disabnsed ,ef t^ '^toneou^ 
impressioM which seemed to exist with regard to the reid oii^e^ ciE Oens^ 

* It apfwued that this very necessary measure fl^|bt best b$ dSitfed ^inridai^ 
^co-opi^tion of all . the Native Justices,, they explaimug to iim’iQliabttM^(|j^ 
tiie'Towif^e advantages resulting from the taldng of -the CmiSHs, and asaiiuiihjg

T. The Census will sliow the total namlxar of the population in the IWn, and how they arc 
employed. It will also give n coimt id(» of too pi^fossions tollowcd ahd their respcfotlve Itrongto, 
and thus Jielp |)cisous lu nsccrtniiiing the demand of ptulicular protossionB in too T 6 wn. 

11. With the aid of the Ccdhub, the number of too vagrant population within toe Town may^bo 
devised to provide occu|Mitioii for diem. 

IIL Educationists and PliilautoropmtB will glean from too Cjonsus too uumW of 'children fit for 
iiislnirtion in tlu; Town, and the mcanfl alreatly in existence for thehr education. If any gross disparity 
exists they may. direct their attention to the Imnevolcnt task of echutoiing the pooMrchtSBCB, such os 
are destitute of all ineatiM to provide education for their children. ^ 


^ IV. The charitably-dispoBcd may find a wide scope for thoh* charity by knowing too true extent 
^lostitutiun and diHttt^ss in Town. If each cOAie could know how many persons belonging to it 
wop; unable to support themselves, tlie well-to-do and prosperous numbers might, fWim an enlightened 
c.lau-feoling, initiate movements for the maiatenanco of jisuch, unfortunate persons. Arrangements have 
Ijeeii inado by t^iyfustiocs of Calcutta to obtain returns of births and deatlm in the Town. If a tnto 
nccouul of the ]N)puluiion were also obtained, too percentage Of tnortalxty among the inhabitants might 
Im; usaTtniiied, and should, at any time, toe death-rate apiiear to be oxceasiye, racasuiies might lie 
adopted to jnxivent stub unusual mortality. 0 


• • bi brief some of* too advantages of a Census. Wc have been assuvod by too Gmirman 

Iluiiiu7ukiiig it there is not the remotest intention to impose a fresh tax on the iuhabitants, to interfere 
with their religion, or in any way to harass them. We, tlierefbre, earnestly recommend our country- 
men to res|Kind to the call which ho proposes to make for ’toe purpose of obtaiiflng a Census of the 
IHipulalion of tho Towu, by fiiruishing too particuhirs required by law. 


4. Tliougli this address did not exactly coincide with the views of the 
European Justices,^ yot it was adopted on tho ground that the Native Justices 
luiturally best knew what would suit the understanding of the poorer classes, and 
tiui paper was, therefore, translated into Bengalee and llindee, ahd printed copies 
themjf were forwiirdod to each of the Native Justices, with tke foUowingJetto 
from tho Secretary ;

6. In addition to the foregoing measures, notiro of tlie intended pwig w 
Hs objects was piomulgMed by beat of drum, so that every possible 
* means had been adopted to afford full explanation to such of the lower 
of the Native community as could not read <x wHto . ^ 


, 7. The next point to decide was the manner in which toe Census was to 

be token, and top agency to bo employed for that purpose. Considering the 
• strong aversion of the poorer classes towards Native Policemen, it was very 
dcsvraUe to avoid any interference on the part of' toe Police, and it also became 
necessary to make sp^l arran^ments with regard to the taking of the Census 
of Fort William and of toe Shipping in the Port, so as to prevent any clasliing 
with toe authorities, in whom the contr^ of toe Fort and of the Port i!i, res- 
pectively, vested. Under these circumstances, a distoict plan of action had to 
bo devised fbr4aking an account of— . 

Is/. — The fixed population of the Town. 

2nd . — ^Tho number of vagiiant persons. 

8rd. — ^The population of Fort Wdlmm. 

4/A.— The population of Coolie Bazar. 


5//t. — -The floating population on board ships. 

6/A. — The floating population on board of dinghces. 

.7/A, — The population of tlic Jail and the House of Correction.

8. After due consideration, it appeared toot the best, and in fact too only 
practicable, way to cany out tlio objects in view was the 
appointment of special paid emunerators, who would be 
guided by certain rules; and would be specially trained for the work to lie per- 
formed by them. It also appeared important that such enumerators slmuld be' 
selected from amongst persons residing in the locality of tlie jwpuiation of which 
they were to take an actoimt, so that they might personally known to too 
rCsidcnte, and thus more readily obtain the dem^ information, it being, moreover, 
a condition that each enumerator should he ^blo to speak and write the 
language of toe people of the particular locality to wliich he was to be attacked. 
It wto, likewise deemed advisaMe, tltat only suah persons toouhl . be appointed 
cmimoratora os could |^ve satis^toiy references os to their identity and 
character. 


9. Some difficulty was, however, experienced in forming even enieppran- 
mate estimate -of the proliablo number of enumerators required forjhe occa- 
sion. In too ahsenco of oil information ee to tlie aggrsgate number of inhehitaiite 
of toe Town, of the number speaking a parUcular language, end of toe number 
of toose who con neitoer toad nor write, there was actoally nothing to guide, 
and yet ti^ informatioh was of considenible importontoi cmDiidering that ^ 
Census. fMtbe libwn was to be taken widua one night. 
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10 This difficulty was at lost aTcrcome by ih© ad^Rtioiit fdan, whieb, , 
♦bUst in a great measure affording the desired ittfon»atk)ii, iN^d, -at Ae SM^ 
time, famish fcrther details intimately connected jriA A© static of Ae T©wfr. 
This plan consisted in Ae preparation , of street lists, wbicb wei©„to’be made 
out from the Assessment Books of the Justices, and would Aus cont^n an exact 
description of each bnilding and tenement in each street, aceerffing'^o numbers. 
With Aese lists the enumerators would proceed through the streets A’Wbbib 
refer, and record on them Ae following particulars : ' , ■ 

IrA— AVh^hcr any alterations or additionB have been made to Ae 
tenement beyond what it is described in the lists. 

2»rf.— Whether inhabited or not. 

.W.— Whether any of the unaates can read., and' write, and^s^t 
langnnge. 

4tA.— The number of huts comprised in tenutted land entered'ih 'Ae 
assessment books under one uumber oidy.‘ ‘ 

hth . — Any new building Aa^ may have been erected and whiA is not 
entered in the Assessment Books, with the above details. 

11. This 'arrangement appeared to be attended witii the addititmal advan* 
.tnges that it would onsuTe a certain amount of corrMtness, as Ae enumerator 
niffild be compelled to reAm Aose lists duly filled up wiA the required parti- 
culars, which would afford an undeniable proof Aat he has made Ae necessary 
enquiries. The information Aus obtained would fiirniA Ae following par- 
ticulars: 

a.— The numimr and description of .^uildings, tenements, &c., in each 
street. 

. ^ i.— The nam1)er of dwellings, Ae inmltes of which ca© v©&d and write. 

e. — The language in which Aey can read and write. 

d.— Tho number of dwelling Ae inmates of which ean neiAer r©ad 
nor write. 

c. — The language whiA such people generally speak. ^ 


12. With a view to avoid any inconveniAce to . parties, and to prevent 
unnecessary inquiritiveness on the part of the enumeintoirs, it was decided Aat 
blank Returns should be left with all A(^ litho could read and write, and Aat 
rirti statements should only be taken in dwellingB Ae inmates * of which 
euuld neither road nor write. The Returns of Ae street lists wiA Ae remarks 
of the enumerators thereon, would Aow at once— ^ ’

13. As 'Ac street lists woidd be ffiled up by tte esmai|9ii|it^ 
days previous to that fixed upon for tAing A© .peians, .Aer© ftoiW^e nnif^ 
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^time for the dietribution of the blunk Returns, and then would beseenntu 
j^huice tife exact number of dwellings in which it would be ntBcessarv personalty 
to collect intbi'mation, and thus the precise number of enumerators required for 
that imrdculnr purpose could easily be ascertained. 

• 14. Tlie next point for consideration was, the fonii of Return which 

parties would be calle<l upon to fill up. Though, as regards the real benefits 
which were to result from the taking of the Census, it was, undoubtedly, of im- 
portance to combine as many statistics of the Town as possible^yet, considering tlie 
novelty of the undertaking, the suspicion that existed as to its scope and 
purposes, and the natural reluctaiice of the lower classes to aflbnl information, 
ft would have been unsafe to attemfit too much, and it became evident that the 
simpler the form of Return, the more leliance might be placed on its correctness. 
Two of the Members of the Census Committee very kindly undertook to prepnn* 
a form which they thought would suit tlio habits ami umlerstanding of the 
Native comimmitv, but, on due consideration, the form ^vas deemed too compli- 
cated, and, if adopted, would have led to nmcli confusion, and gi'eatly enhanced 
the work of the enumerators, who, as a matter of necessity, had to be sclecti'd 
fimii the Nativp classes, and who themselves had to be initiated in the duties 
to be performed by them. 


It was likewise argued, that although Section 106 of Act VI. of 18^ 
gave the Justices the power to call for duly-filled-up Returns, this ])rovision of 
the law could not lie enforced, becaui^ no penalty was attached to a non-com- 
pliancc therewith. It was, therefore, infinitely better to sec^iy the friendly 
co-operation of the inhabitants, and to obtain fnim them voluntarily the informa- 
tion, which could not lie rendered compulsory. It is true, that in that case the 
Returns may, in scvcial instances, lie somewhat defective, but such errors or 
omissions might lie corrected by re-encpiirj', and, in the aggregate, they would y* 
sufficiently accurate to form a coirect estimate of the actual population of the 
Town. 


16. -Vnotlier difficult task was the arrangmiient of nationalities. It would 
have been almost impossible to di’nw the exact line of demarkation between • 
Euroiieans and their descendants, and any attempt of this sort might often 
liave led to unnecessary initation of feelings, and caused nilich dissatisfaction. 
It was, thei’efore, determined to classify the inlndiitants as follows : 

Europeans, being those of unmi.\cd parentage. 

Indo-Eiu’opeans, ditto mixc'd ditto 

.\siatic8, ditto Native Christians. 

Hindoos, according to caste. 

Mahoniedans, and 
Negroes and Afneaus. 


17. Bearing all the foregoing considerations in mind, a form of ilaMirn was 
]>repnred {vide Ap|)eudix No. 1). wdiicli embraced the following details:

With ivgavd to female servants, they were to be entered as Europeans, 
Portuguese, Mahomedans, or Hindoos, as the case may be. 


IS. To facilitate the tilling up of such Returns, an example of a fonu tilled 
up was attached to each blank Return {vide Appendix No. 2), and it was like- 
wise detenuined that both the blank Returns, as well as the examples filled up, 
slioutd be translated into Bengalee, Oordoo, andNagree, and that such a number 
of copies should be printed of each, as, after the completion of the street lists, 
may appear necessary. 


1 Having thus determined the nature of form to be used, it became 
necessary to frame special instructions for the guidance of the enumerators, and 
the ibllowing ^ules were drawn up accordinjjly :

H. PuEPAKATiON OF RETURNS. — Each enumerator will send to tho Office Hiich of the stix^cl hVi* 
us have been fllletl up by him accqnliug to tlie above Rules on tho prevUma day.

Offiqs will then pre^Nirc tho blank Returns for each of the housi's, tlie iomaUM of which can ivud nml 
write, and in the language noted.

and be made up in buudles for each street sopaiately. These bundles will ifllcr\vui*ds bo ixtiiriicd to tlu* 
enumerator, who, ou re-passiug through the same siivct, will leave the blank Uciurus at the piviuisesiii- 
fdicuted on the buck of the Return, witli a i‘(Hiuc»i that the same may bo lilled up according to tlio s|H‘ci- 
inen form attached thereto.

I am direct(*d to acknowledge the I'cceipt of your letter No. 979, dated 21st ultimo^ and 
in reply testate, that tlie*LleatenanKloveinor sanctions the Form of Schedule pi^posed to be adoptetl 
liy the Justices of tlso Peiwe for the Towu of Calcutta, in taking a CoAus of the population of Cal- 
cutta during the current year. 

2. His Honor at the same time sanctions the use of the services of the Police in obtaining* 

UcturnH of llic particulars required by Section 108 of Act VI. of 1868, and approves of the proposed 
instructions fur the guidance of the ciiunicmtors. ^ ^ 

3. The proposed measures for taking a Census of the floating population of the Port and the po- 
f>ijlnfion of Fort William arc also approved, and the Officer Commanding the Pt^sidcncy Division, the 
Master Attendant, and the Collector of Customs will Ijo requested to aflbrd Uie necos 8 ai 7 assistance to 
I ho Justices of the Pence.

* 25. The only means of obtaining an account of the floating population on 

board of Native crafts and of dinghees, was thruugli the 
x»tivo grafts «nddmg iced. Arrangements were, therofoiv, nm«Ie by the 

Commissioner of Police for the appointment of special enumerators, who wert! 
to 1 m* supplied with English and Ikngalcc blank Ucturus, and bad to visit every 
craft in the river. Where the Naccoda*or Tiiidal could read and write, inert 
copies of blank Returns were to be. left, the enumerator explaining verbally the 
manner in wlpch such Returns werc to 1 k^ filled up. But with n'gard to sucli 
native vessels, whci'c no one was on board who could read or w rite, ns w ell m 
with regard to dinghees, the enumerators were to re-visit them on the nijfhl 
appointed for taking the Census, and collect all the necessary information ^ 
to enter it in the Returns. ^ 

20. The Commissioner of Police ‘was likewise requested to make nminge- 
ments for obtaining Returns of all houseless persons, and 
Vagrant penoiw. during the night pn'cediiig the day 

to be appointed, were on night-duty, or, for any other reasons, wei-e not abiding 
in any house of which account was to lie taken by the enumerators.

27. The Superintendent of Jail was appointed an enumerator for the Jail 
• and House of Correction, and to be supplied with the 
neceasary number of forms in English and Bengalee. 


28. All the foregoing atrangements having been agreed upon, a spec\al 
office was opened at the Bonded Ware-house, and a numbef of Native wriUTS 
ennaged, who were to be trained for their work, and wifose first duty was to coi- 
le<^ the information mentioned in paragraph 10 of this Report. Dr. brancis. Auditor 
of Medical Accounts, having veiy kindly consented to place the services of his 
Head Assistant, Baboo Gobind Cliunder Dhur, at the disposal of the Justices, 
the street lists 'Vere at once distribuU-d among two humlrcd writers, who, with 
the assistance of the assessing sircars, were set to work in collecting the prpT 
scrilied information within the Town, the Fort, and at Coolie Bazar. 


29. From the Returns furnished by them, it was computed, thaflfie follow*

several persons engaged on the task wei'p retjuested to make their arrangements 
accordingly.

, As all and every expense connected with the taking of the Census is delVayed by the Jnstiw, Ito 
Feb whatsoever is to be paid by, or to bo demanded fiiun, aiiy^of tlie residents or non-residents of the 
Town. Tho enumerators Iiave been strictly enjoined to eemdn^t tliemselves witli propriety and forbear- 
amH) towawls eveiy one, and coulino their enquiries to tho particulars required by tho priuted forms of 
Returns. 

The Chairman will fool obligetl, if any deviation from those mlcM on the part of the enumemtors, 
or any attempt to obuiiii lees of any kind whutsoi^ver, be at once brouglil to his notice. 


Ihe same notice was promulgated by the Commissioner of Police by beat 
^ of tom-tom throughout all parts of the Town. 

34. Everything being thus set in train, the enumerators began their work at 
7 o’clock on the night of tho 8th January, and completed their iisk by 2 o clock 
in the morning, commencing to call for the Returns on the day following. To 
pixivcnt imposition, each enumerator was provided with a special certificate.

35. l]ut although the distribution of Returns occupied no more than five 
days, it took more than halfa month to collect them. This delay, however, cluefty 
occurred in the European part of the town, owing to most of the residt^its being 
absent Iruin home at the hour the enumerators yaUed, and it was, therefore, neces- 
sary to set apart three special moniings, on which the enumerators had to call 
fur the Returns between the hours of six and ten, 

36. -With the stnrt lists in hand, it was easy to ascertain whether a Rotnrn 
had been furnished for each dwelling, either by the occupiers or the enumerator, 
and fifty writei's were specially eiig.MgtMl for the purpose of checking the Return^ 
Whenever Returns were not forthcoming, the enumerators were called upon for 
an explanation, and they were ordei'cd to call upon the parties and obtain the 
iiocessary information. 

37. The enumerators having reported- that they found 149 houses quite 
deserted and locked up on the night of tho Census, were directed to revisit 
the same a week after and report tlie result ol^ their .cmiuinVs. It turned out 
that the inmates of t)8 houses had actually left town on that day to avoid the 
Census, but had returned on the following morning. As they were pcmianent 
residents of the town, their statements were taken by the enumerator on the 
occasion of his revisiting the house, an^l embodied with the Returns of tiie streets 

to wliieh referring. ^ 

• 

38. After it was ascertained that Returns had been received fix every 
house, tenement, and hut, and these had been arranged according to etfeete, tlie 
writers were instructed to extract and collate the various details with the view 
of preparing the several 8tatiBtic.il tables in which the results of Census were 
to Iw exhiliited. Here, however, the real difficulty of the work b^^o. On eX' 
aminadon i^as found that a very large number 6f the English lletonu wem 
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defective in the roquircil details, and tlie enumerators had, in many instances, to call 
on the parties to rectify the omissions. With regard to Returns in the Vernaculars, 
it was in veiy*many cases most difficult to decipher the writing, whilst in many 
Returns the entries were so confused as to lie of no use whatever. Under these 
circumstances, the enumerators had to go on a second round to get the Returns 
corrected, and it was not until the 18th of February that the preparation of the 
statistical tables could he commenced upon. 

39. Though, as far as an account of the po])ulatioii of the town is concerned, 
the Cehsus may be considered as correct, it is apprehended that implicit reliance 
cannot be placed on the Tables showing the ditiereiit ages the people, for among 
the lower Native classes, there is hardly one in ten who is able to state liis aetual 
age, and in many cases the enumerators had to take it themselves to record 
such age as, from emjuiries and circumstantial evidence, appeared to them near 
tlie truth. 


40. It wna in contemplation to take in connection witli the Census an 
account of the number of Icprs, insane, deaf, duml), and blind, but on due con- 
sideration the idea was abandoned, because from the information oI>tained resard- 
inj; the imrticular objection which Natives have to afford information on that 
sdiject, csp(!cmlly witli regard to leiu-rs, it was feared that any attempt of the 
alwye kind would bo looked ujKm as an interference with private rights of the in- 
habitants, and might thus be ftnmd considerably obstructing the work of the 
enumerators.

The area taken up by them being 
705 biggahs, 4 cottahs, 9 chittacks, and 6 feet in the Soudiem, and 778 biggahs, 
H cottahs, 15 chittacks, and 34 feet in the Northern Division, it follows that the 
a#rage breadth of the thoroughfares is 44.405 feet in the former, arid 32.02 feet 
in the latter division.

78. In the same Report, Mr. Simms gives an approximate estiinate of the 
probable population of Calcutta. His calculation was based ujwn the result of 
personal enquirieH, which showed tlyit the average number of occupants of 
jiucka houses, was 8-7, and of huts, 5 0.

81. The wonderful expansion of the commerce of this Port within the last 
icn ycai-s, and the large increase in the number of buildings chiefly caused by 
Huali expansion of trade, clearly show that there must be a corresponding 
increase in the local population, though it does not follow that it consists of 
fixed residents altogether. Indeed thp laige number of people which daily 
uiTive and depart by the 'daily railway trains, principally consisting of Natives, 
tvs well its the extraordinary number of dinghees plying for hire between the 
Town and Howrah, seem to indicate, that by these means of conveyance at least 
20,000 people daily visit the Town in their oixlinary occupation ; and if to these 
Im; added Garden Reach, Kidderpore, Aliporo, Bhowanipore, Entally, Sealdah, 
<’oMsipore, and other places of the Suburbs, all of which are inhabited by people,' 
many of whom have ii.xed occupations in Town, the total diuly influx, or what 
may be called the floating population of the Tow'n, may safely be assumed at 
50,000. 


82. It was in contemplation to station people at the several inlets and 
outlets of the town for the purpose of taking an account ol those coming in and 
going out, l)ut such could not have been done witliout the employment of the 
native police, and this was very dc.sirablc to avoid for several reasons. 

8o. An attempt was made to cla.ssify tlie population of die Town accord- 
ing %o occupations, but this was found impracticable. Had any tables of this 
kind been prepareil upon the strength of the Census Returns, the population of 
Calcutta would have shown to contain a much larger proportion of Doctors, CK^l 
I'jngineers, Mercliants and Agents, wholesale Traders, dec., titan any otlier city in'* 
the world, and had those identical piwsons taken out thinr licenses as prescribed by 
Act VI ot 1863, in accordance with their returns, the income the Municipality 
would have Imui at least three times as much as the Accounts of the Justicofcfor 
the past^year exhibit under that particular head. But under any’ circumstuciM, 
:i cl.issihcation oi this kind must Ik* extremely difficult, where *such 
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(H€bretiee-'6icMl« miioiig the d«Mes and uationaHliie exereising ttie Mine pro- 
fession or*ttide. Eveft atnong Europeans, it wonid not be- easy ^ draw the 
exact line between Bankers, Merchants, Agents, and the different traders, since 
hardly any of them lindt their transaetions to btanness strictly eouiinf^ witliin the 
operations of each respective class. 


84. Though it may not perhaps come within the scope of a CVmisus yet 
it may be useful to know the number of establishments sjiread over the Town,

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And ossuming tlie population of the Town at 4,00,000, he computes the average 
of mortality^ at 58.080. As the Mortality lietums Aimished weekfy by the 
Hogistrars show that th^ include nsany persons who Sre not fixed rm'dents of 
tlio Town, the percentage of deaths should he calculated upon the total fixed and 
floating population of Calcutta. This, according to what has been shown, may 
fairly be estimated at 4,30,000, and thus the percentage of mortality would be 
reduced to 54.080 per thousand. 


It m.ay prefumed that of the floating population a large proportion 
comes daily into Town in purauit of their vocation in connection with th§ 
commerces of this city, and if this surmise be admitted, their occupation would 
naturally bring them into the 2nd and 3rd Divisions which constitute the chief 
business part of the Town. This surmise is somewhat strengthened })y the fact 
that the mortality in those particular Divisions exceeds that of every othtb* 
Division, and is more than one-half of the whole mortality of the Town. It 
would 1 m 3 unfair to .attribute this disproportion merely to the comparative influx 
of a floating population, because there are so many causes, whicli place the 2nd 
and 3rd Divisions under singular disadvantages, and which for the present are 
beyond the control of the tFiistices.

and 3rd Divisions of the Town arc the most thickly populated, andtliat the 
mean space allowed to each person, calculated ui>on the resident population is 
smaller than n any otlier Division. If in this calculation be taken into consldwa- 
tioii, the daily influx of peoplh coming to transact business, and of the space 
rcquii-cd for animals kept within, it is evident that such mean space must he 
stilHcss.

91. It may lie, perhaps, beyond the precincts of a Report on the Census u( 
the Town, to en/iuire into the causes of this singular anomaly, but I cannot 
allow the opportunity to jiass without offering a few remarks. The lA^gislatiin?, in 
passing Act VI. of 1803, evidently attached great im)mrtance to tlie value of 
obtaining information a.s to births and deaths, and, wiUi this view, framed Sections 
98 and 99 of the said Act, which impose a penalty not exc^eeiling one liimdrCMl 
rupees uiwn the person whose duty it is to give information to the. Registrar 
within a prescribed time. From tlie Report of the Health Officer it appears, 
thjj? there were, during the past year, actually eighty-one convictions under the 
hloresaid Sections, on which the aggi-egate fines amounted to Es. 134-12, being 
an average of lis. 1-10-7 for each contravention of the law. It may, no doubt, 
accord witli the views of philanthropists to impose small fines^so as to vin-
